Along the nnHin business street of 
Cripple 
Creek, Col., nearly every 
other house is a saloon, and in these 
saloons gambling goes on from d a y ­ 
light until dark and from dark until 
Haybght, says Frank 
Carpenter in 
his syndicate correspondence. 
There are all kinds of games to 
catch 
the 
money of the 
miners. 
You can play any 
kind of a stake, 
from 5 cents to a thousand dollars, 
and in addition u> faro, roulette and 
poker, there are wheels of fortune, 
policy gamee and 
games 
of crap. 
The miners work only 
eight hours, 
and as the work goes on day and 
night in each 
mine, three corps of 
miners being employed throughout 
twenty-four 
hours 
at 
eight 
hour 
^siiifts, there are always crowds upon 
the streets, and the 
saloons are al­ 
ways full. 


Each saloon, 
it is safe 
to say, 
has at least three 
gambling games 
going on within it, 
and as the sa­ 
loons number abou: 
eighty, 
there 
must 
be 
at least 
240 games 
at 
which 
you 
can lose your money 
in the town. 
All sorts of vice 
are 
licensed. 
The saloons, I am told, 
pay $600 a yea»- for the privilege of 
selling liquor, and every game pays 
Its license of $10 a month, so you 
see the town has an income of about 


:$4 8 , o o o a year from its saloons and 
of nearly ^30,000 a year from g a m ­ 
bling. 
It is on “ 
Easy street” that 
you 
find 
most of 
the dance halls 
of 
Cripple Creek. 
There are dozens 
of 
these 
in 
the town, and 
they 
would be a disgrace to any C hris­ 
tian community. 
You enter a sa 
lo(yfi, at the back of which is a big 
r ^ m , in which a screeching band 
pljays. 
The saloon is filled with 
men and women, some sober, some 
halt drunk, 
others 
tottering with 
intoxication. The women are young 
and not a few are pretty. 
Some 
wear long Mother Hubbards, others 
are even more scantily clad. 
The 
faces of all are flushed with drink, 
and some of the women almost stag­ 
ger as they push 
their way in and 
out among the men, begging them 
to dance and drink with them. 
In 
most cases the men refuse, for many 
are here only to see. 
There is no charge for the d an c­ 
ing, but the man who dances is ex 
pected to treat his partner, and the 
girls are held out as a bait to sell 
the liquor and to get the drunken 
miners to gamble. 
Stop a moment 
and watch 
the dance! 
There are 
quadrilles 
and w»altzes, 
and c o w ­ 
boys, with their hats on, 
are hop 
ping 
about in 
heavy boots over 
board 
floors 
and 
swinging 
their 
drunken 
partners. 
Listen a 
m o­ 
ment and you can hear their con­ 
versation.

with the vilest of language.

I h a w 
lectured at Bishop Vincent's grea» 
ChrtUtauqua summer school at (Ihau 
tauqiia Lake, N. Y. 
It is tme of 
the chief 
Christian institutions of 
the world, 
and it has its branch 
circles in almost every county in 
the 
L'nited 
States 
In 
walking 
down the street the other day with 
a newspaper friend I saw the sign 
“ 
( hau»auqua” above the dooracros^ 
the i-rcet, and I said that I would 
like to go over and call and pay my 
resptrcis to the members of the cir 


cle. 
A queer smile came over the 
newspaper 
man's 
features 
as 
he 
said: 
“ 
All rignt, 
I am a member of 
that Chautauqua, 
and I will intro­ 
duce yo u," 
We entered a narrow 
hail, through one door of which I 
could see into a saloon where at 
least 500 men were gambling. 
We 
passed this and went upstairs and 
stopped before a door which was 
closed. 
“ 
I have a key," said ray 
newspaper friend, as he opened the 
door with a night key and let me 
into a large parlor on the tables of 
which were papers from all parts of 
the world. 
I saw a copy‘ of the 
Cosmopolitan Magazine, a Harper's 
Weekly and the Chautauqua M a g a ­ 
zine, and next to them lay a copy 
of the Police 
Gaz\?tte. 
Before I 
coulti realize how such an ungodiv 
paper as the latter came to be taken 
by a Chautauqua circle, a tall, thin 
gentlemanly 
young 
man, 
with 
a 
brown mustache and cold bb^ie eyes, 
came 
in.

introduced

him 
as 
the 
manager 
of

Chautauqua. 
He gave me words 
of welcome in a voice like oil, and 
asked me to step

its members were hard at 
work. 
They sat about little tables, 
each 
with several leaflets in his hand. 
As I looked I saw the leaflets were 
illustrated. 
They 
were 
covered 
with red and black spots and with 
pictures of kings,queens and knaves. 
It was a poker Chautauqua, and the 
chips 
on 
the 
tables 
represented 
many dollars. 
In another part of 
the room was what I thought at ray 
first entrance an object lesson class 
standing arourM what seemed to be 
a 
model 
of 
Jerusalem 
or 
some 
other 
ancient 
city. 
The 
pro 
fessor sat down as he lectured. I 
drew near. 
The professor was a 
croupier, 
and the 
wheel he was 
turning out was not a model of Je­ 
rusalem, 
but that which 
lost 
so 
many greenhorns so much money 
in the game of roulette. 
The schol­ 
ars were the players, and the money 
on the table showed me that 
the 
game w-as a high one. 
A young fellow from Phil.ideiphia 
came 
into 
this 
Chautauquj. 
one 
night. 
He had but a few'dollars, 
but he began to bet on the red and 
black. 
Luck was in his favor and 
he doubled his stakes. 
He left the 
money 
on the table, 
changing »t 
from one color to the other now and 
then. 
It was doubled again and 
again until he he had at last won 
$16,000. 
This 
was all the 
cash 
tae 
bank 
had 
on 
hand. 
The 
croupier 
stopped 
the 
game 
there 
and 
w-ent 
out 
and 
got 
$20,000. 
He brought this in and 
dared the young gambler to put up 
his $16,000 on a single turn of the 
wheel 
and 
to
